BEDDING:—“We are kept here, 
in the cells, in confinement; no ques- 


tion of statis as political prisoners, 


instead of 300 ‘prisoners there are 
1,800, We are six in a nine feet 
square cell, When we lie down, there 
is no room to pass by. A little light 
comes from ,above. We are shut in 
for twenty three and a half hours out 
of twenty-four, just half an hour to 
wash in the morning, fifty at a time, 
in a little yard with only one water 
tap, The walls of our cells are cover- 
ed with bugs. We have already killed 
thousands; it is our chief occupation! 

Our bedding is the torn remains of 
a straw mattress, and a blanket, 
At five o'clock we undress and our 
clothes and shoes are taken away by 
the warders, Thus we have to lie 
down from five p.m, till seven a.m, 
—a real tortute—scratching, They 
have taken away:all our jewellery, 
watches, money, all our games, It is 
forbidden to play cards, and it is 
virtually forbidden to read, for we 
can get only prison books and they 
are awful. Newspaper-reading isn’t 
allowed; we are cut off from the 
world, What few items of news we 
get are tapped in Norse from cell to 
cell. Loneliness and lack of move- 
ment are real torture, Already I feel 
I have no more muscles in my legs, 
and my eyes are dazzled when I go 
out. One must turn into a slobbering 
idiot after six months of this treat- 
ment,

OUR MEAT RATION 

When buying meat, it is now nec- 
essary to consider not only the cou- 
pon value,, but, what is more impor- 
tant, the 'relative food value and costs 
of the different cuts of meat, 

The meats which will be more 
economical. so far as cost and nutri- 
tive values are concerned will be 
found chiefly in Groups B and’C, of 
which we are allowed from 11% to 2 
lbs. per person per week, Whilé prac- 
tically all meat has similar food value 
naturally that with little or no bone 
will have, weight for weight, higher 
nutritive value; and the fresh cuts of 
meat ‘are preferable to smoked and 
cooked varieties. 

If your family is large enough, it 
may be possible to provide sufficient 
fresh cuts and have a coupon left for 
bacon, If it is a case of either smok- 
ed or cooked meats—or fresh roast 
or steak, choose the latter. 

Group D includes many of the 
cheaper cuts, as well as the more ex- 
pensive meats, and, due to the fact 
that more bone is present, the allow- 
ance is higher: 244 lbs. per person

A large intake of riboflavin brings 
about that “feeling of well-being and 
buoyant good health,” which is much 
better than: “average good. health” 
and a great deal better than just not 
being sick. 

A low level of riboflavin brings a- 
bout earlier signs of old age, a short- 
er prime of life, a lower level of gen- 
eral health, and, if prolonged, will 
cause a disease known as ariboflavin- 
osis, This ailment is characterized by 
weakening of the eyes, cracks at | 
mouth corners, digestive disturbanc- 
es and poor skin condition, These con

as vegetable crops and given the 
same treatment as to soil are the 
modern marigolds. This is an Amexri- 
can marigold, not the Mary-gold of 
Shakespeare, which was the calen- 
dula, still called the “potmarigold.” 
Spanish soldiers who followed Co- 
lumbus to the New World took seeds 
of the flower we now call marigold 
home to Europe, where they probab- 
ly became confused with the calen- 
dulas and acquired the same name. 

For centuries the marigolds of gar 
dens were divided into the French, 
chiefly a - small-flowered, rather 
dwarf type, and the African, chiefly 
tall-growing and large-flowered. Nei- 
ther originated in France or Africa, 
in spite of the names, 

Plant~ breeders in recent years 
have worked marvels in developing 
new types. They have also bred var- 
ietiesy from which the characteristic 
marigold odor, unpleasant to some, 
has been eliminated. Rant 

Marigold seeds are rather large 
and soft. While the plants are quite 
hardy the seeds are apt to rot in 
cold, damp soil, The tall varieties 
plant them in a flower border sur- 
rounding the garden. They will not 
only decorate the garden but also pro 
duce abundant cut flowers.

| Garden Service 


General Care 

The most important job, after a 
garden is planted, is cultivation, 
‘There are others, too, and they should 
not be neglected, but of alt of them, 
the experts agree, timely cultivation 
heads the list. The major object is 
not just to destroy weeds, 
that is a valuable by-product, but to 
stir up the soil, to check evaporation, 
let in air, and to generally prodtice a 
healthy environment for the growing 
plants. 

After heavy rains,. which will 
pound the soil flat and éficourage 
hard surface baking when the sun 
comes out, it is especially desirable 
to go over the garden. with a culti- 
vator. In the small: Victory plot or 
flower bed, cultivation can be carried 
out with a hand tool. Where the es - 
tablishment is larger, a rake, hand- 
drawn cultivator or a horse or motor 
powered scuffler or cultivator will 
do the work. 

Most professionals make it a reg- 
ular practice to cultivate once a week 
during June and early July, and es 
pecially after each heavy rain. One 
should be careful, however, not to 
work the soil when it is still wet and 
soggy. This will do more harm than 
good as it is liable to pack the 
ground into hard lumps which will 
bake in the hot sun. It is important 
to wait until the garden soil remains 
moist but not muddy. 

Weed Killing 

Weed killing is also important, the 
authorities point out. These things 
not only disfigure the trim garden 
but they rob the soil of fertilizer and 
moisture needed by the vegetables 
and flowers. A weekly cultivation 
and one or two thorough weedings 
early in the season will peta hand- 
le these things, 

Thinning 

This is another vital job, especially 
with those vegetables and flowers 
which it is impossible to gow thinly 
or which we must plant close togeth- 


‘| er originally in case germination is 


poor or heavy insect damage feared, 
Carrots, beets, parsnips and such veg 
etables should be thinned to two to 
four inches apart in the rows. It is 


not necessary to space any more 


widely, as ‘three or four inches will 
permit early development and then 
by pulling every other plant for the

More About Pests 

Beginners are inclined to worry too 
much about insect and other garden 
pests, experienced gardeners believe. 
True, there is almost one special in- 
sect for every plant that grows in 
Canada. As a rule, however, if we 
keep our garden growing and healthy 
through regular cultivation, in many 
cases the plants will outgrow most 
of the damage. But some dusting or 
spraying is advisable to ward off 
heavy attacks, Usually we can. pur- 

chase ready-mixed materials, The im 
portant thing is to get these applied 
just as soon as damage or pests ftret 
appear. 

Watering 

Watering at transplanting time 
and in case of severe drought will 're- 
pay well the trouble involved, Gener- 
ally speaking, however, hosing is not 
so necessary with the garden as 
many people believe, Overuse will re- 
sult in baking and drowning of many 
plants. A little sprinkling daily is 
usually of no value whatever. ond 
thorough-soaking once a week in dry 
weather will be much better.
